Present plans even 
go so far as to include "afler-the- 
war demobilisation" as shown in 
the following brief excerpt: 


Until recently no provision was made 


'or the post-war liquidation of war 
controls, since the War Department 
nterpreted the assistant secretary's 
mandate to extend only to war-time 
conditions. But as the area of planning 
was expanded, involving he co-operat- 
on of other government departments, 
demobilization problems were taken 
into account. 


The 1939 version of the plan points 


out the need to deal with demobilizat- 
ion either by continuing the War 
Resources Administration into the post 
war period, or by creating for the 
purpose a new agency. 


Beyond this point no plans have 


seen developed to deal with the pro- 
alems of post-war readjustments. It 
would seem highly advisable that im- 
mediately" upon the outbreak of an- 
nher war an advisory body should 
be set up to study the subject along 
:he lines of the agency created in 
England in 191V for a similar pur- 
rose. 


It is clear, however, that business 


nen and the public at large will 
lave to accept the idea that war is 
not over until something approaching 
peace-time equilibrium has been re- 
established. Irksome as war-time con- 
,rols may prove, their maintenance in 
>art and for varying periods will have 
o continue for some time after actual 
hostilities have ceased.

His is a set where you can see more 


celebrities around the sidelines than 
in front of the camera. Hollywood 
stars seldom care to watch each other 
perform, but they come from other 
studios lo sit attentively while Barry- 
more plays scenes. The tribute is all 
the more impressive because he reads 
his' lines' from'a blackboard held "just 
oul of camera range. 


• • N o w that the- actor is behaving 
himself (and, incidentally, is looking 
very well indeed) there is no doubt 
that he could learn the lines. But he 
continues to use the blackbourd simply 
because he can get by with it, and 
thus never has to look at a script. 
The studio doesn't mind, either, be- 
cause he is less inclined to spoil 
scenes with censorable ad-libbing.

script sometimes. The other day Mary

Bobby Melzer Has 


Climbed 64 Peaks 


As 12 He Is Out to 


Conquer Mexico 


Mountains

DENVER — (ff>) — Twelve-year-old 


Bobby Melzer did what he called a 
rhumba-step on the sidewalk just be- 
fore he took off for Mexico. 


"It's not that I'm interested so much 


in the senoritas as in a study of the 
folk dances that I have heard they do 
magnificently," he said, with a grin 
at his mother. 


Man of science, that's Bobby. At 


12 he's setting out to climb Mexico's 
seven mountain peaks of more than ' 
14,000-foot elevation. With his dad, 
Carl Melzer, sparsely blond-haired 
teacher, author and lecturer, Bobby 
has climbed the 64 peaks in the United 
States that tower more than 14,000 feet. 
The Melzers are the first father and 
son team to accomplish that. 


They hope to climb every high peak 


on the North 
American 
continent. 


After their Mexican assignment, there 
will remain 14 peaks in Alaska and 
Canada. 


"And 
those are tough babies," says 


Dad Melzer. "Those in Alaska are 
Admiral Byrd stuff. Bobby will have 
to be at least 15 before we try to 
trump those aces." 


The Mexican ones are formidable 


enough. Five are higher than any of 
the peaks the Melzer's climbed in the 
United States. They start with Pico 
de Orizoba, 18,700 feet, and drift down 
to Perote, 14,045. 


Bobby studied Spanish in prepara- 


tion for the trip. The Melzers left in 
an ancient sedan loaded with bullerfly 
nets, film and specimen boxes. There 
isn't much mountain-climbing equip- 
ment. 


'We're fingernail and toenail climb- 


ers," Melzer explains. "We never did 
learn the fancy rope stuff."

Heds Seize Wheat 


BUDAPEST —(/I'j— Russai seized the 


only bumper crop of wheat and corn 
in the Balkan area by occupying Bes- 
sarabia, and the rest of the region 
faces a precarious food situation this 
winter. 


Late frosts followed by torrential 


rains and floods reduced this year's 
yield of wheat and corn in Hungary 
-Yuogsolvia, Bulgaria and Old Rouman- 
ia by an estimated 35 per cent. Only 
in Bessarabia are flourishing crops re- 
ported. Harvesting 
throughout the 


rest of the Balkans is about two weeks 
late. 


After late frosts punished the winter 


wheat, Balkan farmers put their hop- 
es in spring wheat and corn only to 
have endless rains hamper sowing in 
many places. At present the crop is 
in danger of mildew. Fruit crops also 
were badly damaged by hail. 


Germany had placed large contracts 


in Bessarabia for vegetable oil seeds. 


Prevailing crop conditions are ex- 


pected to result in a serious food sit- 
uation to the Balkans, especially if 
exports to Germany must be con- 
tinued on the old level. Most of the 
Balkan countries now are using only 
dark bread.
